- Just two days 
after the over 20 named Plaintiffs in 
a class action Suit against the Oak- 
land School District fled their com- 
plaint，the Office for Civil Rights 
issued its fndings in a related ad- 
ministratiVe action: 

The federal agency，operating 
out of the Department of Educa- 
tion, found the district “in violation 
of Title VI [of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964] for failing to implement its

According to Police department 
SpOokesperson Sgt. Leo Sackett, the 
Victim was stabbed to death on the 
walkway near his apartment about 
1:$$ am on Sunday.

Luo，who has a wife- and two 
children living in Taiwan，was in 
the process of fnishing up his doc- 
toral thesis on the night he was 
fatally stabbed .

Oakland School District Slipped 
Through Once, but Not Again 


The Oakland School District ls under the gun， 
again. Late last month, a group of parents and students 
filed a class action lawsuit against the distrlict, charging 
it with noncompliance with state bllingual laws. 

Now, just a few davys after that, it has been hit with 
a letter of findings from the Offtice for Civil Rights of 
the Department of Education. 

According to its investigation，which included mak- 
ing Site Visits to four schools, the district does not even 
meet the generally less Stringent jedera! requlrements 


for bllingual education . 


The federal district has mandated the district to com- 
ply with the law. Io thlis new mandate, the district has 
given the Offce for Civil Rights 1ts“asstrances”that 
wlll carry out the agreed-upon action Plan. 

Of course，the district made a Slimnllar promlse 1n 
1981-82 and never carried oUt 1lts word. What assurT- 
ances do the parents and limlited-English-profcient Stu- 
dents have that the district will meet lts oblligations this 


tme?”

一 More angry parents and students who saw their 
opPortunity for adequate blllingual education as early as 
1981 disappear in an Unkept Promalse.

Instead，the Pacific Coast Federa- 
tion of Fishermen:s Associations 
(PCFEFA) took it upon itself, in the 
negotiations，to represent selected 
gillnetters，who included the Los 
Angeles-based Californla Gillnet- 
ters Association referred to by Sena- 
tor MarKs.

By DIANE YEN-MEI WONG 
SAN FRANCISCO - Though 
open Space for playgrounds and rec- 
reation areas is a hard-to-fnd com- 
modity in the central parts of San 
Eranclsco，nowhere 1S the need

loin area，north of Market Street 
between downtown and the civic 
Center. 

With the recent infux of Pri- 
Inarily Southeast Asian refugees and 
families _ into the Tenderloin，the 
area once populated largely by tran- 
Sients Dow faces a _ major demo- 
graphic Problem: what recreation 
facilities serve the young children 
that now reside in the Tenderloin?

Some children，noted Wong， 
play around the house or in the 
basements of bujldings. This, how- 
eVer can be dangerous,， warned the 
business manager as he recalled the 
recent death of a Vietnamese boy 
who was trapped by an elevator and 
crushed . 

Other parents，he Said，keep 
their children locked in the house， 
thinking it is safer there [because] 
“on the street there ls traffhc and a 
lot of people... Many Southeast 
Asians cannot cope With all of the 
people in the Tenderloin - drunks， 
bums. Ies hard for them， malin- 
tained Wong. 

CENTRAL PAR 开 

Both Eeahy and Lee noted that 
the _ city has taken some Steps to 
establish a- central city park in the 
Tenderloin， by Jones and Eddy 
Streets.

Okamoto stated in the letter that 
Gillin，who is chair of Vassrs East 
Asian Studies department, did sev-

the impression that his teaching

“He continuously told stories 
contalining Sexual innuendos in his 
lectures on Asian history” Okamoto 
claimed . 

She mentioned that the Profes- 
SOr told the class of one story abonut 
a Chinese empress who demanded 
that her male ministers perform 
oral sex on her. Gillin then told the 
class that in ancient China，only 
Women performed oral sex because

to perform oral sex. 

Okamoto Said that the professor 
reasoned that the empress was a 
feminist because she demanded this 


type of equal treatment from her

Gillin had the class read explicit 
excerpts from Chinese novels,， and 
he presented a slide show which 
contained pornographic slides of 
Asian women.

HONG KONG - Beijing ex- 
pects that ethnic Chinese in the 
Unilted States，Canada and else- 
Where may linvest signifcantly in 
the Special economiic zones in China 
at attractive returns. It also antici- 
pates that some may send some of 
their dependents to the newly de- 
Veloped areas to establish residence. 
Once a backwater area，Shen- 
Zhen，the railroad town adjoining 
Hong Kong, is fast developing into 
one of these Special zones，with 
highrise bulldings surpassing any- 
Where else in China. It is known as 
a_ district in which there'is a lot 
of forelign exchange because of its 
facllities 
SAME PURPOSE 
Other clties have also been con- 
verted into the same or a Similar 
-Pattern forthe same Purpose. Along 
South China they include seaboard 
towns Such as Chu Hai and Swatow 
in Guangdong province，Amoy :in 
Eujian province, and even the pre- 
mlier port clity，Shanghai，in East 
China. 

Deng Xiaoping，the top Chi- 
nese leader，1s reputed to have 
thought out this idea to raise mmoney 
for his “four modernizations” in 
agriculture，industry，technology 
and defense.
